By WOLF BLITZER 
derusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — In addition to the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty, 
negotiators attending the Blair 
House conference here are also 
working on a general statement to be 
issued at the end of the talks outlin- 
ing their position on the establish- 
ment of the self-governing authority 

on the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

This was disclosed yesterday by 
conference sources who told The 
Jerusnlem Post that this decision 
foreclosed the necessity of inserting 
into the proposed peace treaty a 
specific reference to the West Bank 
and Gaza issues. 

American and Egyptian officials 
came into the talks kere determined 
to try to achieve progress on both 
issues, though they conceded there 
was no “legal‘’ connection between 
the two. The Israeli team wanted to 
discuss mainly the bilateral issues 
surrounding the peace treaty. 


Since the talks opened here last 
week, observers have been wonder- 
ing how the parties would resolve 
this matter of linkage between the 
two parallel sets of negotiations, as 
envisaged in the two Camp David 
“framework" accords. 

The conferees have determined 
that a joint statement on the broader 
issues would prove helpful in en- 
couraging the West Bank and Gaza 
Arab leadership as well as the Jor- 
danians to enter the peace process. 

The Israeli negotiating team is 
said to have reached agreement with 
the Egyptians on the need for this 
separate statement over the 
weekend during a meeting between 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan and 
his Egyptian counterpart, Boutros 
Ghali. 

Subsequently. Israeli sources had 
said that that meeting on Sunday 
resulted In a "breakthrough" on the 
sensitive issue of linkage. But they 
refused to say what it was. 


Hussein studies 
answers by U.S. 


AMMAN (AP). — Jordan yesterday 
announced no change in its opposi- 
tion to the Camp David accords after 
King Hussein personally received 
the Carter Administration's answers 
to 14 questions the monarch had pos- 
ed regarding the agreements. 

Sources here indicated that Hus- 
sein would study the answers and 
then consult with other Arab leaders 
and Arabs from the West Bank 
before responding to Washington. 

The American answers were 
delivered by U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Harold Saunders, 
who flew here on Monday in a renew- 
ed U.S. effort to persuade Hussein to 
join Middle East peace talks. 

The American replies. personally 
approved ὃν President Carter, were 
not disclosed. 


12 Haifa boys injured 
playing with shell

HAIFA. — Twelve boys from the 
Haifa Bayside suburb of Kiryat 
Shmuel were injured yesterday mor- 
ning, one of them losing a hand, 
when:a shell they were playing with 

exploded. 

One of the boys had apparently ob- 
tained the explosive, believed to 
have been a 52 mm sheil, from a 
military camp adjoining their block 
of flats in Rehov Kedoshei Hasho’a. 
The police have not yet established 
exactly how the shell got into the 
boys’ possession. 

The injured boys told The 
Jeruaniem Post that it had not been 
the first time they had played with 
shells from the camp. 

The boys, who include four 
brothers, were rushed to the 
Hacarme] Hospital’ for ‘treatment. 
One of them had his left hand blown 


off and another suffered multiple - 


fractures. The others were all lightly 
injured. Al are aged from 10 to 15, 
and arc immigrants from the USSR. 


Last night the hospital reported 
that there had been no material 


change In the condition of the boys, - 


though all felt better. Some would be 
released within a couple of days; the 
hospital would. not name the two 
more seriously injured. 

Interviewed at the hospital, the in- 
jured . boys said that they had been 
playing outside ‘their buflding when 
one of them brought the shel! along 
and assured the others that it was 
only a flare, 

He promised to show them how it 
could be turned into a firework. and 
stlaried banging on it with a nail and 


stone, apparently to get the incen- 
diary material out. “Suddenly the 
shell exploded," they said. 

Police spokesman Benny Fried- 
man said the police were making a 
thorough investigation to establish 
exactly how the boya were able te get 
the shells. The police also searched 
the. boys’ homes, but no more am- 
munition was discovered.

Rabin, Peres 
meet for first

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party circles 
have reacted with gratification at 
the news of a meeting between 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres and former premier Yitzhak 
Rabin, their first since before the 
May 1977 elections. 

They would like to hope that this 
meeting, at Peres’ office at party 
headquarters, was the first indica- 
tion of a rapprochement between the 
old rivals for the premiership and 
the party leadership. 

It is understood that certain 
prominent Labour politicians, 
among them Jerusalem branch chief 
Uzi Baram, had a hand in effecting 
the meeting. They would like to hape 
that the ensuing thaw will enable 
Rabin to resume an active role on 
the party's front bench and in the in- 
ner leadership, from which he has 
stayed aloof since he stepped down 
from the premiership race last year. 

Rabin supporters speak in terms 
of the former premier making a 
gradual comeback, with an in- 

mumber of public appearances 
and interviews on the media. Earlier 
this week Rabin told a radio inter- 
viewer that “I am still very much in- 
volved in politics," when asked 
whether he would make a renewed 
bid for his party’s nomination for the 
premiership at a future date. 

Mrs. Leah Rabin, whose U.S. bank 
‘account led ta Rabin's resignation aa 
premier, has kept a low public 
profile and is preparing herself for 
foreign travel on a fund-raising 
speaking tour.

60 face draft 
due to error of 
headmasters

TEL AVIV. — Sixty high school 
graduates from schools throughout 
the country will not be admitted to 
the army's academic reserve 
because their headmasters did “not 
submit the marks and other informa- 
tion 95 these Pod students in the 
proper form,"" spokesman of 

Education Ministry said yesterday. 

“Another 80 were almost dis- 
qualified for the same reason, but 
the matter was out at 
the very last moment,"" the 
spokesman added. 

Registration for the academic 
reserve ended in the middle of 
September, and to the 
army “‘there is no appeal against the 
decision not to admit these 
students."* 

A high school student joining the 
academic reserve postpones his 
military service, normally for three 
years, until he graduates from un- 
iversity. Upon induction, however, 
he has to serve five years if he works 
in his chosen profession, and three 
years if he prefers not to work in his 
profession.

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Call for religious-school reforms

Teaching in state religious-stream 
schools should be both more 
autonomous and religious, according 
to ἃ 146-page report given yesterday 
to Educatiox Minister Zevulun 
Hammer. 

The report, prepared by three 
teams of educators, suggests a long 
lat of reforms of the country’s 
religious-trend schools, in effect out- 
ning the first master-plan for state 
religious education in the history of 
the state. 

“Religious education must un- 
doubtedly operate within the context 
of modern social reality... it must 
confront the totality of the problems 
and difficulties that this reslity 
poses for religious education," the 
three teams of educators, headed by 
Eliezer Stern, Yosef Foldschmidt, 
and Mordechai Breuer, said. 

Almost all the three sub- 
committees" recommendations 
suggest a deepening and expansion 
of the religious tenets of the state 
religious school system. 

The {s called upon to 
allocate funds for more hours of in- 
struction to the state religious 
schools because they ‘‘must teach 
halachic subjects and must educate 
to a religious life." 

An extra hour of Bible is 
recommended for ali the stream’s 
schools, 

Although no recommendation was 
made that more hours should be 
allotted to teaching secular subjects, 
teachers were urged to “afford their 
pupils opportunities to physically 
and spiritually meet the modern 
world...(they should) value the 


sccular studies as a crucial compo- 
nent in the education of the religious 


man in our age and (should) educate - 


to a proper attitude towards 
technology." 

The report repeatedly calls upon 
religious-etream teachers to deepen 
religious teaching, the tenets of 
which it says are imperilled by 
modern realities. 

The report also calls for the es- 
tablizhment of a study programmes 
unit within the religious education 
division which should be subject only 
to the divisional heads. The study 
programmes (textbooks, teachers 
guidance booklets) are now written 
and produced by the ministry's 
general study programmes division. 


The teams also recommended that 
“integration” be discontinued in the 
state religious-stream schools 
because, they argue, ‘‘the high 
percentage of weak pupils in these 
schools makes the Implementation 
of integration more difficult (in 
them) than in the secular-stream 
schools."" 

The report recommends that the 
state religious schoola ‘prepare 
their girl pupils to fulfil their 
obligations as citizens of the state of 
Israe] in one of the various ways 
open to them." 


Under a heading “integration of 
(spiritual) values in teaching the 
sciences,’ the report states: ‘‘The 
sub-committee finds that there is no 
Place for introducing religious 
values and philosophy directly into 
the teaching of the aciences, but 
there is room for expanding the 
pupils’ philosophy in ancillary 
studies, and also for utilizing the 


teaching of the sciences aa an aid to 
religious education.” 

However, the report emphasizes 
what the researchers consider the 
poor quality of scientific teaching in 
the state religious network. It says 
that science classes are sometimes 
skipped and their hours filled with 
other subjects. 

The report laments the lack of 
enough trained religious art 
teachers, "ἃ thing which leaves an 
opening for influential non- religious 
educational elements to penetrate.” 

The report also concluded that in. 
many state religious boys’ schools 
art ig not taught in accordance with 
the demands of ministry regulations. 
Religious halachic problems also 
plague the teaching of art in 
religious achools, the report said. 
citing ἃ published rabbi's judgment 
that “nude painting must not be 
studied.” 

Similarly, the production of 
graven images and teaching of 
“Greek mythology, and Christian 
architecture and music" are 
problematic, the report said. 

The report says that the state. 
religious schools suffer from a lack 
of attention to “‘aesthetic values...It 
is a fact that in the fleld of aesthetic 


state: “The state religious school 
does not place special emphasis on 
its herr aegenbe form) mantnone 
a properly cared-for courtyard and 
garden.” 


Local archaeologists set sights on Egypt

The possibility of archaeological 
activities for Israelis in Egypt was 
raised yesterday by Yosef Aviram, 
director of the Israel Exploration 
Society, at the opening of the 
society's 85th annual conference. 

Aviram told an audience of close to 
1,000 gathered in Jerusalem's 
Citade! that the subject of some 
future conference might be “Our 
Fathers in Egypt."' with appropriate 
tours to Pitom and Ramses. 

Prof. Frank Cross of Harvard 
University, speaking on behalf of 
foreign scholars who have carried 
out research in Israel, said that the 
information provided by Israeli 
archaeologists in the 80 years since 
the founding of the State had 
significantly reshaped our 
knowledge of the past. 


“The archaeologists have inun- 
dated the historians and overwhelm- 
ed the epigraphists with new texts." 
Tt will take many years before this 
te knowledge can be assimilated, 

e said, 


“Tt {9 a joy to observe the technical 
skills of the young Israeli 
archaeologists in the field and 
laboratory," Cross added. Noting 
the “stunning economic handicap 
under which Israeli archaeologists 
labour, as well as the hardships 
caused by war and threat of war, 
Crosa compared them to the ancient 
rebuilders of Jerusalem “who work- 
ed with one hand on the sword and 
one hand on the spade." 


Father Pierre Benoit of the Ecole 
Bihlique et Archaeologique Fran- 
caise in East Jerusalem also greeted 
the participants. 


Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Koilek 
noted the extensive efforts that have 
been made since 1967 to uncover and 
preserve remains of the city's past 
and said that the city had taken upon 
itself to Uve less comfortably in 
order to pay homage to the past. He 
cited as an example the scrapping of 
ἃ planned highway through the Hin- 
nom Valley below the Old City walla. 

The conference will continue 
through tomorrow in the Jerusalem 
Theatre with lectures by 15 Israeli 
archaeologists and by President 
Yitzhak Navon. 


Instead of the usua] words of 
greeting extended by presidents at 
such conferences, Navon will deliver 
a lecture on “The Redemption of 
Israel in Our Time," following lec- 
tures by two prominent scholars on 
the redemption of Israet in David's 
time and in the Hasmonean period.

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KAPITZA, WHO WOULDN'T WORK ON H-BOMB 
Russian wins Nobel physics prize | 


STOCKHOLM. ~- A Russian who 
refused to work on the Soviet 
hydrogen bomb and two Americans 
won the 1978 Nobel Prize for physics 
yesterday, and an Englishman won 
the chemistry award. 

Piotr Leontevitch Kapitza, 84, of 
the Seviet Union won half of the 
physica prize for his discoveries in 
low-temperature physics. 

Kapitza, director of the Institute of 
Physical Problems, Soviet Academy 
of Sciences, Moscow, has often, been 
described by Western experts as the 
chief scientist behind Russia's 
atomic and hydrogen bombs. 

He has, however, also been 

das refusing to work on 
military applications of the 
hydrogen bomb. 

Drs. Arno Penzias and Robert 
Wilson of Bell Laboratories in New 
Jersey won the other half of the 
$165,000 physics prize for ‘‘their dis- 
covery of microwave background 
radiation" in the universe, thought 
to be left aver from the “big bang’’ 
which created time and space. 

The prize for chemistry waa 
awarded to Dr. Peter Mitchell, 58, of 
Glynn research laboratoriea, 
Cornwall. He was awarded his $165,- 
000 prize for his contribution to the 
understanding of biological] energy 
transfer in plants and animals. 

Although Soviet sources have 
declined to comment on his 
nuclear involvement. Kapitza 
was in 1970 reliably reported to have 
succeeded in producing a "tame" H- 
bomb, opening up the prospect of un- 
limited power for mankind; but he 
refused to work on a military H- 
bomb. 

The discovery, aimed at solving 


the preblem of how to make 


hydrogen hot and dense enough for a 
controlled thermonuclear reaction, 
opened up the possibility of extrac- 
ting cheap energy from sea water. 

Kaptiza worked at the Cavendish 
Laboratory in Cambridge England, 
from 1924 to 1934, with a brilliant 
team of nuclear researchers Jed by 
Lord Rutherford, the New Zealand 
physicist who was the first scientist 
to split the atom In 1918. 

Kapitza had a privileged position 
as a top scientist in Stalin's Russia, 
but during the purges of the 1930s ap- 
parently risked his neck to rescue 2 
jailed colleague. 

Soviet Academician Lev Landau 
reported in a 1964 newspaper article 
that he was arrested between 1935 
and 1988 and spent a year in prison. 
Kapitza went to the Kremlin, deman- 
ding Landau's release and threaten- 
ing ta stop his own scientific work if 
he were not freed. Landau was 
promptly released. 

Biologist Dr. Zhores Medvedev, ἃ 
Soviet dissident now working in Bri- 
tain, said yesterday that Kapitza 
was ‘‘very, very energetic” in 1970 in 
getting him released from a mental 
hospital after the biologist had 
published works abroad critical of 
the Soviet system. 

Meanwhile, the other halt of the 
physics prize went for what was also 
a landmark scientific discovery. - 

“The discovery of Penzias and 
Wilson was a fundamental one: It 
has made it possible to obtain infor- 
mation about cosmic processes that 
took place a very long time ago, at 
the time of the creation of the un- 
iverae," the Swedish Academy cita- 
tion said. 


Polisario tell Mauritania 
they’ll start war again 


PARIS (UPI). — The Algerian- 
armed Polisario guerrillas have 
handed Mauritania an ultimatum to 
recognize the independence of the 
former Spanish Sahara or face a 
resumption of fighting, Arab 
diplomats said yesterday. 

The warning was given to Maurita- 
nian diplomats in secret contacts 
they have held recently in various 
capitals with emissaries of the 
Polisario Front, the political branch 
of the Sahara independence move- 
ment, the diplomata said. 

In a gesture aimed at the new 
military regime in Mauritania, the 
Polisario guerrillas have meanwhile 
announced the Hberation of 150 
.Mauritanian prisoners of war. The 
Mauritanians were captured in raids 
by the Algerian-supported 


guerrillas, who proclaimed a cease- 
fire on July 12. 

Spain partitioned 115 former colony 
between Mauritania and Morocco in 
November 1975. Diplomats said the 
Polisario hopes to drive a wedge 
between Morocco and its weaker 
partner, Mauritania. 

While trying to tip Mauritania into 
its’ camp the Polisario has not 
declared a truce with Morocco. In 
fact, its forces have stepped up their 
attacks on Moroccan camps and con- 
voys in the disputed territory, 
touching off Moroccan King 
Hassan's new public blast at 
Algeria, Polisario’s main supporter. 
Some Moroccan political parties 
have demanded a military show- 
down with Algiers to end the drawn- 
out desert conflict.

SINCE the bowel, a ten metre or so © 


long tube is almost always at work 
digesting and absorbing food and 
eliminating roughage, It's a wonder 
that for the most part we are un- 
aware of its continuous activity. The 
vast amount of stomach 
preparations, laxatives and so on 
Sold over the counter do, however, 
show that many people pay par- 
ticular attention to the functioning of 
their digestive tract, far more than 
they consult ‘their doctor about In- 
dulging in self-medication or not. 
The main reason for this may he 
that people are reluctant te discuss 
minor troubles affecting the bowel 
because of the embarrassment and 
awkwardness this may involve. Thia 
is a pity, because many minor, but 
persistent, discomforts of this sort 
can be speedily remedied by simple 
dietary or medical measures, or 


by Priel, for example, had ab- 
domina! trouble for several months 
before deciding ta come and see me. 
She kept putting off the visit, hoping 
everything would settle down of its 
own accord. But it didn't. 

Sixty-year-old Orna's main com- 
Plaint was a recurrent gnawing dis- 
comfort in her lower abdomen on the 
left side. Her bowel habit also hadn't 
been quite right for some time. One 
day she would have diarrhoea, then 
she would be constipated for a while 
and'then the diarrhoea returned. Ex- 
cess wind, too, added to her overall 
upset and embarrassment, 

“It's been getting worse rather 
than better recently. That's why I've 
finally managed to pluck up the 
courage to come and talk to you 
about it.’" Orna admitted to me. 

Ι examined my rather overweight 
patient. Apart from some tenderness 
in the abdomen, which she had men- 
tioned, nothing seemed amiss. 

“One of several could be 

responsible for what's heen going 
on," I told her. I’m going to arrange 
a barium X-ray for you, which will 
outline the large bowel. That will 
decide the matter unequivocally. 
But your problems are typical of a 
condition called diverticular disease 
of the colon, the large bowel. That's 
the diagnosis I would put my money 
on at the moment.”" 

“I've never heard of that before,” 
Orna sald. “Is it serious?"

rerely became anything to cause 
ferious concern. Many people, par- 
Heularly the elderly, have what are 
known as diverticula in their large 
bowel. These are little outpouchings 
in the bowel] wall. Current thinking 
about their development suggests 
that they result from localized areas 
of high that form within 
segments of the large intestine. This 
pressure Is thought to cause Lit- 
“blow-outs,"" the diverticula, 
through weak points in the muscle of 
the bowel wall in much the same way 
that the Inner tube of 2 bicycle tyre 
may develop bulges at weak spots in 
the rubber. 

Such diverticula often are entirely 
asymptomatic and only discovered, 
if at all, incidentally when the person 
concerned is X-rayed for some other 
reason. If these “blow-outs"’ should 
become the seat of recurrent irrita- 
tion and infection, diverticular dis- 
ease, then they certainly can be 
responsible for the sort of com- 
plaints Orna had described, 


“WHY should this high bowel 
occur in the firat place?” 
Orna asked, 

“That's a good question, and it's 
been the subject of much medical in- 
terest and controversy. One of the 
moat widely held theories, at the mo- 
ment, blames the large amount of 
highly refined foods in our diet, leav- 
ing little roughage for the large 
bowel to process. It seems that the 
powel overworks on the littie

roughage it does 668] with. So it may 
contract more vigorously than nor- 
mal, something that could cause -ab- 
dominal pain and create areas of 
higher pressure. 

“This ts difficult to prove con- 
clusively. but in countries where 
dietary habits allow for ἃ good deal 
of roughage, there is very little 
diverticular disease; in people with 
established diverticular trouble, αὶ 
change ta a high roughage tiet in- 
variably seems to remove their 
symptoms. Such a diet containa plen- 
ty of fresh fruit, vegetables, salads, 
bran, wholemeal bread and #0 on." 

1 gave her a card with detailed in- 
structions on such a diet and asked 
her to follow them even before get- 
ting the result of the X-ray. 

It was more than a month before 
the barium X-ray was performed and 
the report In my hands. When I saw 
Orna to tell her that she did indeed 
have quite a few diverticula in her 
colon, she informed me that since 
she had gone over to the high- 
roughage diet, there had already 
been a marked turn for the better in 
her symptoms. Established diver- 
ticular disease may, rarely. lead to 
potentially serious complications, 
such as obstruction ard perforation 
of the bowel, so I was pleased that 
there had already been an improve- 
ment in Orna's condition. 


AS a footnote, I should mention that 
diverticula can occasionally occur in , 
other parta of the intestinal tract 
from the stomach onwards. These 
are usually present from birth. 
Unlike the type discussed in this arti- 
ele, they are not “blow-outs."’ but 
generally lttle blind-ended tubuler 
extensions of the bowel) itself. They 
rarely cause any trouble. Usually a 
person never knows he has them. 

All in all, it's always well worth 
telling your doctor about any 
recurrent bowel symptoma or about 
any persistent change in bowel 
habit. As with Orna, the trouble can 
usually be quickly diagnosed, put 
right quite simply and possiblé com- 
plications forestalled.

This was reported Monday in the 
“Washington Star" by Wilton Wynn. 
“Time magazine's Cairo bureau 
chief. 

According to the dispatch, a New 
York-based travel firm which has 
long done business in Egypt is 
already. asking permission to fly 
charters between Cairo and Tel 
Aviv. A Calro travel agent — Itta — 
is receiving stacks of applications 
for hotel bookings from Israelis 
ready to pour in as soon as relations 
are normalized, 

Wynn said that Israe) is expected 
to be a major attraction for Egyp- 
tians, especially for Egypt's 
Christians, most of whom belong to 
the Coptic Church. There are an 68- 
timated six million Copts in Egypt, 
and ‘almost every one of them 
yearns to make the pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem ‘at least once before he

TEL AVIV. — The development 
town of Yeroham [5 on the thresheld 
of a tremendous burst of growth, 
Mayor Moshe Peretz predicted here 
yesterday. He added that the town 
had been on the road to recovery — it 
had been plagued by social welfare 
problems and desertions by younger 
residents seeking thelr fortune in the 
citles — before the present talk 
about peace renewed interest in its 

future, 

The pull-back from Sinai and es- 
tablishing a new defence line in the 
Negev would bring prosperity to 
Yeroham, he predicted. ‘“Un- 
doubtedly many army families will 
want to'settle here.” At present the 
population of Yeroham, some 35 
kilometres southeast of Beersheba 
on the edge of the “‘Great Crater,” is 
about 7,000. "And this includes some 
70 families, many of whose 
breadwinners are professionals, who 
have settled here in the past year," 
he added. 

.The “professional” families in- 
clude six members of an English- 
speaking garin (settlement 
nucleus}. Another five are expected 
to settle there within a few months. 
Prof. Menahem Alexenberg, former- 
ly of Columbia University, who has 


been there a year, heads the Ramat 
Hanegev College, a branch of Bar- 
Tian Untveraity, which will soon open 
with 120 students. 

Yair Cohen, who leads a special 
government “working group to coor- 
dinate activities in Yeroham,” said 
that present plans called for the town 
to grow to between 15,000 and 20,000 
residents. 

The town was first settled more 
than 25 years ago. 

“We have cut the vicious circle of 
residents here coming and going, 
and we have initiated a favourabie, 
new circte.’’ he said. The 
educational system includes not only 
the college, but also two high 
schools. The possibilities of finding 
work are increasing steadily, with 
three more plants, one to manufac- 
ture ready-to-wear clothes, another 
candies and a third to do metal work, 
opening soon. 

*'We also hope to attract a branch 
of the military industries,"" Cohen 
said. Transportation, while not good, 
is improving, and it was hoped to 
Mink the town by air.to Te] Aviv. The 
health services —~ only a short time 
ago residents were demonstrating 
for more doctors and nurses — are 
now functioning at a high level, and 
there is enough housing available at 
present to absorb about one hundred

families each year for the next three 
years. 

Gideon Gordon, of the Housing 
Ministry, stressed that the- 
authorities were “upgrading flats

Per capita 
consumption up 
two per cent 


Private consumption rose by two 
per cent per capita in the first half of 
1978, by comparison with the second 
half of 1977, according to estimates 
released yesterday by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

This increase, the data show, 
makes up for the one per cent decline 
in per capita consumption in the se- 
cond half of 1977, and the level of 
private consumption this year was 
one per cent higher than in the first 
half of 1977. " 

The trend towards higher private 
consumption is apparently 
accelerating. In the second quarter 
of 1978 private consumption, per 
enpita, was four per cent higher than 
in the first quarter, when it had 
already risen 1.5 per cent above the 
Jevel of the last three months of 1977. 

The highest rise in private con- 
sumption was recorded for clothing 
and footwear, which rose by 13 per 
cent in the first six months of this 
year. This was followed by a seven 
per cent increase in the consumption 
of durable consumer goods, such as 
refrigerators, television sets, 
washing machines and automobiles.

Rassco rollercoaster 


TEL AVIV. — Ascant five weeks ago 
the preferred shares of the Rassco 
Rural and Suburban Settlement 
Company stood at 270 per cent of 
nominal value. A week later they 
had sunk to 198, for a 27 per cent 
drop. Yesterday the shares were 
traded at 292, reflecting a 48 per cent 
gain in just one month of trading. 

- Such rapid gains are generally 
associated with oil shares, whose 
gyrations are directly related to the 
prospects of an oi] find. They could 


.also be associated with some cor- 


porate announcement, such as un- 
usually high earnings or a surprise 
bonus share or dividend payment. 
This is certainly not the case with 
Rassco. The cumulative preferred 
shares have not paid any dividend 
for a number of years, and there 
appears little likelihood of any 
payout in the foreseeable future. The 
company recently published its an- 
nual report, in which it reported 
operating losses of IL25m. When one 
looks more closely'at the profit and 
loss statement, however. one notices 
that more than IL7m. in profits 
originated from gains from bonds. In 


reality the operating loss was more 
than [L30m. 

The man-in-the-street investor 
who sold his Rassco shares when the 
bad financial news was reported is ΄ 
entitled to ask why the shares climb- 
ed so steeply after the news was 
released. Prior to the announcement 
of the losses, the Securities Authori- 
ty investigated the sharp drop of the 
shares, and it was this investigation 
that led the Rassco management to 
announce its financial results 
prematurely. 


Tt seems that an investigation is‘ 
now in order to see what is really 
behind the movement of the Rassco 
shares, 


The Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, like 
exchanges elsewhere, serves as a 
means for business and industry to 
raise capital for their operations and 
to provide an orderly market for 
shares once they are listed. The 
movements of the Rassco shares is 
anything but orderly. Unless we are 
to return to a period of catch-as- 
catch can dealing, then some ex- 
planations should be forthcoming.

THE ELECTION of a non-Italian as pontiff of the Roman 
Catholic church has been in the cards for some time now. 
Nevertheless, when it took place on Monday, with the choice. of 
Cardinal Karol Wojtyla of Cracow to be the new Pope, the sur- 
prise was audibie everywhere. 

A tradition of 455 years was naturally a difficult one to dis- 
card. But as a universal church, Roman Catholicism could not 
fail, sooner or later, especially in this age of expanding national 
consciousness, to give due representation to.vast areas of a 
politically reawakened world. 

There had been some expectation that the successor to John: 
Paul I might be someone from the Third World. But this would 
have been too radical a change. Instead, the College of Car- 
dinais chose one of its members who reportedly had been engag- 
ed by Paul VI to write a book on poverty and exploitation in the 
Third World. 

As a native of an East European country, Cardinal Wojtyla 
might de counted upon to buoy up the millions of believers there, 
who have been struggling for fuller recognition of their religious 
rights, At the same time, he could serve as a religious bridge of 
een between west and east. 

ttle is known, at this time, about the person of the new Pope. 
Hs ¢ taidng of the name of John Paul II would seem to indicate not 
merely a conservative bent of mind, but a desire to follow in the 
footsteps of his immediate predecessor as a pastoral rather 
than an imperial type of Pope. 

Tt would, however, be less than honest not to concede that, for 
most Jews, the sight of a Polish Pope is apt to inspire some mis- 
giving. The record of relationship between the Polish church 
and Polish Jewry includes some memorably dark chapters. The 
clerical tolerance, even encouragement, of anti-Semitism 

- towards Jews returning to Poland after the Holocaust still sends 
a shudder through the spine of many a survivor. 

Pope John Paul Τί was not in Poland at the time, and can hard- 
ly be faulted for the conduct of his native church. In Jater years, 
too, even as Poland's ruling party was turning against the Jews, 
the church grew increasingly liberal. 

Still, it would be reassuring to Jews if the former Cardinal of 
Cracow were to make his stand clear and unambiguous. It 
would be especially welcome {if he were to endorse the state- 
ment of John Paul I, when still the Cardinal of Venice, affirming 
the right of the Jewish People to a state of their own in thelr 
ancestral homeland. This could pave the way to an overdue nor- - 
malization of relations between the Holy See and the State of 


| Bad faith in Paris 


THE VICIOUS attack by French Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringaud on Lebanon's Christian militias, charging it was 
they, fed by ‘‘ill considered advice from Israel,” that started the 
latest round of fighting in Beirut, has put paid to one Israeli 11- 
lusion: that there is much sense in appealing to the conscience 
of “Christian” France, Lebanon's one-time political patron, to 
rescue the Christian Lebanese community from the hands of the 
neighbouring Syrians. Any such appeals coming from Jerusalem, 
it must now be obvious, are not only futile but demeaning. - 

It would be naive to define the issue in persona] terms of in- 
cumbency at the Quai d'Orsay. True, according to some reports 
from Paris, a number of senior officials there have been taken 
aback by the Foreign Minister's unusually offensive language. 
It was out of line with recent French diplomatic efforts to enlist 
Israel as a moderating influence over the militias. — 

It most certainly could not be reconciled with the policy of 
cautious rapprochement with Israel launched, without fanfare, 
hy President Giscard. 

M. Camilie Chamoun, the Maronite leader picked for special 
criticism by M. de Guiringaud, has now replied in kind, and with 
a vengeance. He has categorically denied the charges laid to the 
militias, placing all blame for initiating the present barbaric 
slaughter of Beirut’s Christians on the Syrians themselves. 

This is perhaps too sweeping a claim to be taken without a 
pinch of salt. But it is essentially upheld by the most reliable 
reports from the Lebanese capital. The London “Economist,” a * 
journal not known for its partiality to the Maronites, or to Israel, 
suggested last week that what was being enacted in Beirut was 
“perhaps the long-awaited effort by the Syrians to finish off the 
Christian militlas once and for all."" 

This ‘‘coldly cruel" Syrian onslaught had two aspects, “The 
Economist" reported. One was ‘‘to cause as much disruption 

_ and suffering as poasible...in the Maronite community, and so, 
eventually, ta turn the victims against the anti-Syrian 
leadership of the Phalangists and the Chamounists.”’ 

The other, revealed in the systematic bombardment of 
already depopulated Christian areas, was ‘to pulverise the 
buildings in such a way that they cannot easily be repopulated to 
make Christian Beirut the capital of a Christian mini-state.” 

Now whether or not Christian Lebanon should, or should not, 
follow the example of Senegal, or Singapore, or Bangladesh, is 
moot, but it is for the Lebanese alone to resolve, The decision, 
admittedly, is not Israel's, but neither is it Syria's. 

There is, however, an opinion abroad, reflected in 
Guiringaud’s peroration, that Syria is properly the 
Lebanon's integrity: especially since, as the French Foreign 
Minister so elegantly put it, “Syria does not seek to amex 
Lebanon, either in whole or in part. ἐς 

This may indeed be so, but only in the sense that Syria does 
not need to formally annex Lebanon. In the eyes of Damascus, 
sovereign Lebanon has always been nothing but a breakaway 
province, and with Syrian troops in control, in the guise of an 
Arab Deterrent Force, Lebanon ig merely coming back into the 
fold. With the added bonus that it can also serve as ἃ surrogate 
PLO state. 

Because the militias are an obstacle to the realization of this 
grand design, they must be smashed. Contrary to the 
assurances given to President Sarkis when he was considered a 
safe Syrian puppet, the Syrian forces will not be pulled out of 
any part of eastern Beirut, before they have completed their 
mission. Their mission, as even President Sarkis now evidently 
realizes, is the extinction of Christian Lebanon. 

Having cast its lot with Syria, France will not come to the 
rescue of its former wards in Lebanon. That is France's right: 
interest weighs heavier than conscience. But it would have been 
more honest to avoid seeking for scapegoats in the militias, or in 
Israei. 
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THE CAMP DAVID agreements 
were imposed on Israel, which 
meant that effective Israeli strategic 
planning in this process was virtual- 
ly non-existent. This fact was ad- 
mitted by an unidentified Israeli par- 
tictpant at the summit. 

Israel, he said, had ed on au 
option that had not been included in 
the famous “blue file’ prepared by 
Alut Avraham Tamir's Piaoning 
committee. Nevertheless, Israel has 
embarked on the peace process, and 
whether or not we agree with the 


τ Camp David agreements, we should 


hope that in this process Israel's 
Policy will be more focused and 
better planned. 

True. it is impossible to plen all the 
stages and consequences of the 


+ peace talks. However, we should at 


least re-examine some of the 
. accepted views concerning the shape 
of a stable peace with Egypt. 

Mr. Begin and some of his 
ministers believe that a stable peace 
means fult normalization of Israeli- 
Egyptian relations. The Israeli 
Government is aiming at more than 
merely the establishment of reguiar 
diplomatic connections. It hopes for 
economic, and probably also 
cultural, ties with Egypt. 

Accordingly they declare that the 
Sinai should become the location of 
gigantic joint projects, They add 
that these projecta may be fihanced 
by rich American Jews. 


THERE 18 nothing wrong with great 
vision. On the contrary, Israel now 
needs the vision which disappeared 
from the Israeli political scene a 
long time ago. But political vision is 
one thing; utopian ideals born out of 
euphoria are a totally different 
matter. 

.The new political vision should be 
feasible and profitable. Full nor- 
malization of Israeli-Egyptian 
relations may be feasible in the long 
run, but it is questionable whether it 
will stabilize the fragile new system 
in the short run. 

The two sides rust first undergo 
the agonizing process of adapting to 
the new circumstances which will 
develop after the conclusion of the 
peace agreements. Furthermore, it 
is questionable whether immediate 
co-operation would be profitable for 
Israel. 

The starting point for systematic 
thought about a desirable and stable 
peace should be the question of 
Israel's main orientation in its 
foreign relations. The available two 
options are either a Middle Bastern 
orientation, with the end goal being a 
Yegional common market, or the 
continuation of the present West- 
oriented policy of Israel. 

‘The feasibility of a third strategic 
option — that of Israel as a bridge 
between West and East — is highly 
questionable, primarily because of 
Israel's precarious economic, social 
and cultural situation. 


TAKING A SECOND LOOK 


inquiries point up the dangers 
of getting just one side of the 
story — as did the ‘‘Sunday 
Times” in its Insight report, 
writes DAVID KRIVINE. , 


Allegations of Arab prisoners 
being tortured in Israel have 
been examined by a team of 
which found 
them to have no basis. Their 


French jurists,. 


A DELHGATION of French jurists, 
under Professor Andre, Decocq of 
Paris University set out to examine 
whether accusations in a “Sunday 
Times" Insight team article ‘““Tor- 
ture in Israel’’ were valid. They 
came to the conclusion that the 
allegations had no basis. 

The mission's 36-page report was 
released a few weeks ago. Had it 
appeared before the opening of the 
British Press Council's hearings last 
June on Mr. Eric Moonman's com- 
plaint against the ‘Sunday Timea," I 
would have submitted the document 
as part of my testimony. 

In its verdict, released on Sunday, 
the British Press Council found that 
the editor was justified in publishing 
the article, considering the informa- 
tion available to him at that time. 
The Council expressed no opinion 
concerning the veracity of the 
material published. 

The “Sunday Times" had declared 
that the practice of torturing Arab 
prisoners under interrogation is 
‘widespread and systematic’’ and 
“appears to be ganctioned as 
deliberate policy.” 

In an interview with the French 
daily “16 Monde" on August 10 
(before the publication of the 
report), Decocg stated: ‘As to the 
use of torture, the mission has not 
found the slightest element of proof 
eoncerning the existence of a 
deliberate policy in this regard.”" 
This is a flat contradiction of the 
British weekly’s conclusions. 

The detailed report, now 
available, observes that Israel's 
penal laws are moderate, con- 
sidering the threat to her security. 
They are ‘‘far less draconian” than 
the laws of “‘many unquestionably 
liberal regimes in a similar 
situation."* 

Til-treatment, when it occurs — 
and the frequency is "ποῖ great’ — 
is brought out into the open and 
penalized, “‘The use of torture as a 


- system would not be compatible with 


the rules of common law as analysed 
above, the writ of habeas corpus, the 
‘little trial." the procedure of 
prosecution in open court."’ 

{The “little trial" — a trial within 
a trial — is used to determine 
whether a confession was extracted 
by force.)

For ideological and strategic 
reasons, Israel should choose the se- 
cond orientation: Israel should con- 
tinue to make all efforts to increase 
its participation in the E 
Common Market and improve its 
relations with the U.S. This last goal 
ig particularly important in view of 
the recent developments and Israel's 
growing dependence on America. 

Such a choice is based on the 
following assumptions: to radically 
change the orientation might be ex- 
pensive and contain many unfore- 
seen pitfalls; the adoption of the se- 
eond option would prevent the com- 
plete Levantinization of the Israeli 
society. especially when Israel's own 
economic independence, social in-' 


tegration and cultural development’ 


have not been completed. And it 
would prevent a further deteriora- 
tion of relations between Israel.and 
the Diaspora. Thus, this option 
might consolidate whatever unique 
features Israel now possesses. 

The operative strategic conclusion 
is that the scope of the desirable 
Israeli-Egyptian cooperation should 
be far leas than many Israelis en- 


visage now. ' 

Accordingly, Israel should aim at 
open borders and regular diplomatic 
relations, but not run amuck in the 
search for economic and cultural 
connections. 

Incidentally, this would establiah ¢ a 
certain symmetry in the developing 
relations with Egypt. We should note 
the cautious Egyptian policy concern- 
ing cooperation in the Sinai. 

All this amounts to a policy 
whereby Israel] would not encourage 
fantastic development plans for the 
Sinai, An empty Sinal is strategical- 


‘ly desirable, at least in the near 


future. In order to ensure the 
demilitarization of this territory, it

PROFESSOR Decocq repeated to 
me, when I interviewed him in Paris 
last month, what he had told ‘'Le 
Monde": “Arab prisoners, inter- 
viewed separately and without 
witnesses, denied having ‘been the 
victims of ill-treatment. Nor could 
they give the names of other 
detainees who might have been dealt 
blows or tortured.” 

But when interviewed in a group 
collectively (in Ramla prison) they 
toid a different story. "A leader 
emerged from the group, called 
Omar Kassem, who is serving a life 
sentence. He declared that all 
arrested persons are automatically 
tortured." What kind of torture? 
“The answers became vague, they 
spoke of occasional bastinadoes." 


The Decocq mission’s visit to this 
country took place last January. 
They were admitted also to Gaza 
gaol, attended a trial in a military 
court and interviewed judges, 
lawyers (including Felicia Langer) 


+ and officials. 


Their conclusions did not tally with 
those of the ‘Sunday Times" Insight . 
team. Here is an example. The ‘*Sun- 
day Times’ based one of its 
arguments on the views expressed 
by six lawyers, ‘two Israelis and 
four Palestinians." They are quoted 
as having ‘‘a unanimous opinion that 
the military courts collude in and 
knowingly conceal the use of torture 
by Israel's intelligence and security 
services."” 


T pointed out to the British Press 
Council that this “unanimous” group 
‘was not exactly a fair cross-section 
of the legal profession, given that the 
“two Israeli'’ were none other than 
Felicia Langer and Lea Tsemel, both 
known to be inveterate enemies of 
the present Israeli regime. -

.small states were careful not to tie 
themselves to adjacent countries. 

In order to enhance their security 
and economic well-being and. reduce 
possible friction they tend to seek 
remote markets and allies. 

As President Yitzhak Navon has 
recently suggested, there is an 
urgent need to: become acquainted 
with the Egyptian * society, culture 
and economy. This must be done for 
the salte-of long-range peace 
processes In the region. Also, no 
government would be able to stop the 
Israelis and Egyptians from explor- 
ing the until-dow forbidden wonders 
of each other's territory. But there is 
8 Qualitative difference between 
cautious moves tawards better 
mutual. understanding and an ex- 
plicit policy of.close co-operation, ea- 
pecially in the Sinal. 

In a positive manner, one can 
delineate a number of spheres in 
which cooperation is less hazardous 
for the initial stability of the peace 
agreements, if they are achieved.‘ 
Gradual and cautious scientific and 
technological exchanges.can serve 
‘for this purpose. Cooperation at the 
United Nations and other inter-. 
nationai (but not regioual) 
organizations is another example of 
such positive moves, And above all, 
continued Israeli flexibility in its 
negotiations with the Egyptians and 
other Arab countries are paramount 
in reinforcing the fragile prospects 
of peace. 

The guiding principle for Israel 
should be the organic growth of 
closer relations. After 50 many years 
of regional seclusion and high psy- 
chological barriers between Israel 
and the Arab countries, this is the 
only way towards stability in the 
tegion. 

No paternalism, no grandiose pro- 
jects, but a slow, healthy approach 
to the questions of co-operation and 
mutual interests will bring us closer 

. to our goals. ᾿
